and General Schofield's views of Grant 
are interesting at the present time. 
In his letter the general says In part: 


"The greatest of all the traits of 


Grant's character was that which lay 
always on the surface, 
visible to all 


who had eyas to sec it. That was his 
moral and intellectual honesty, integ- 
rity, sincerity, veracity and 
justice. 


Ho was iiu'npablo of nny attempt to 
deceive anybody, except for legitimate 
purposes, as in military strategy; and 
above all, he was incapable oi deceiv- 
ing himself. 


"He possessed the rarest of all hu- 


man [acuities, the power of a perfect- 
ly accurate estimate of himself, unin- 
fluenced 
by 
vanity, pride, ambition, 


flattery or self-interest. 
Grant 
was 


very t'av from being a modest man, as 
that word is generaly understood. His 
just sclf-est.ccm was as far .above it 
as it was above flattery. 


"When Grant's attention was called 


to any mistake he had committed he 
would soe and admit it as quickly and 
unreservedly as if it had been made 
by anybody else, and with a 
smile 


which expressed the exact opposite of 
that feeling which most men are apt 
to show under like circumstances. His 
love of truth and Justice were so far 
above all personal considerations that 
he showed unminlaliable evidence of 
gratification 
when any

While in Germany and other Eu- 


ropean states there are insurance enter- 
prises in operation, aided by the state, 
to provide old age pensions for work- 
ingmen, there are, besides, 
other 


schemes for the alleviation of the con- 
dition of the toilers when oat of work, 
\vhen disabled by accident or illness, 
and finally to provide funds for burial 
purposes and to take some little care 
of widows and orphans. 
These pro- 


vident institutions have become 
a 


marked feature of industrial life in 
Europe. 
An account is given in the 


last "Bulletin of the Department of 
Labor" at Washington of a novel or- 
ganization which has obtained a foot- 
hold in some of the cities of Switzer- 
land, anct which insures workiugmen 
against idleness. 
It is tho only or- 


ganization of the kind known to lessen 
the evils of the lack of employment 
through the creation of special state 
insurance institutions which are of 
both voluntary and obligatory char- 
acter. The latter seems to have been a 
failure. 
The initial attempt of 
the 


voluntary kind was at Berne in 1S93. 
The members paid montly dues amount- 
ing to 77 cents. 
To the fund thus ac- 


cumulated the town added a subsidy of 
5,000 francs, or s005 a year. 
The 


value of the outdoor benefits were 
fixed at 19 cents a day for unmarried 
and 29 cents a flay for married men.

on Jfruucli Wines. 


Washington, April 2C.—The 
prom- 


ised statement from the department 
of state touching the report on the 
French wine trade by United States 


Down

Consul Chancellor at Havre has been 
completed and will appear in the May 
number of the United States consular 
reports. 


The department briefly recalls tire 


fact that Mr. Chancelor in his report 
of July 24, 1895, alleged that much of 
the French wine was not the product 
of the vineyard, and that 15,000 casks 
of so-called wine had been destroyed 
by the Paris municipal laboratory, 
having not a drop of grape juice in it 
at all. He had also alleged that the 
great deficit in the wine crop caused 
by the phylloxera had been made up 
from a fluid made of raisins, currants, 
lees and such materials. 


It is stated that M. Hanoteaux last 


December called the attention of our 
United States ambassador to Paris to 
the fact that the Bordeaux chamber of 
commerce had protested against the 
statements of the consul, and that the 
official investigation had called forth 
a denial from the municipal labora- 
tory that it had destroyed any such 
quantity of wine. The statements were 
referred back to Mr. Chancellor, -who 
replied that he obtained his informa- 
tion as told and the reduction of the 
15,000 casks of wine from a reliable

Although It is said that the Greeks 


carried off all their guns from Tyrnavo 
and Larissa, and also destroyed the 
provisions at both .places, they could 
not transport the guns to Pharsala.

The report, however, has not served 
to allay the growing irritation at the 
belief that, even if Greece could not 
hold her own, the non-offensive policy 
manifested in the orders of the crown 
prince not to attack" was idiotic and 
tin-Grecian.
